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The Cartoons and Diuwings in this Volume appeared in the “Westminster 
Gazette,” the “Westminster Budget, ” and “Picture Polities.” 

Although not arranged in strict chronological sequence, they cover all matters of 
political interest from November 189(3 to Novemlier 1898. 

The Cartoons deal with a variety of subjects. The earlier ones, after touching on 
the Motor-Car movement which set in towards the end of 189(3, refer to the incidents 
of the Jameson lbiid and the subsequent proceedings of the South Africa Committee 
with its inconclusive result. 

Mr. Clinmltcrhiiu’K influence on the Tory Party is depicted in connection with 
the Workmen’s Compensation Bill. 

Next comes the Jubilee, showing Mr. Chamberlain's “abundant performance *' 
with the Colonial Premiers in his train, and some suggestions of things that wore 
omitted from the Jubilee Procession. 

The policy of France towards this country is foreshadowed by a Cartoon of 
M. Hanotnux making hay whilst the Salisbury sun shines. Then follow illustrations of 
the appointment of Mr. Darling to the Judicial Bench, and the Religious Difficulty in 
the London School Board contest. 

In 1898 the year opens with a Cartoon dealing with the Report of the Old Age 
Pensions Committee. The London County Council Election comes next, concluding 
with the hurried drowning of the Government's Municipal Government Cut. Then 
Lord Salisbury goes away, and at Easter time Ministers are cheered with the 
acquisition of Wei-hai-Wei. 

At the end of May the passing of Mr. Gladstone is typified. 

Then we sec Mr. Chamberlain as Jocydieea on the war-path, and again as 
trying to induce President Kruger to say “Suzerain.” 

Next he figures witli bis “ Long Spoon ” speech. China then comes to the front 
in various aspects, Sir William Hareourt and the Ritualist controversy follow, and 
we are brought to recent events connected with the Soudan expedition and the 
Fasboda question. Finally, we have the German Emperor in Palestine, and an attempt 
to illustrate the Poet Laureate's “ Pax Britannica.”

But this Egyptian tablet shows that the saying was known ages even before Chaucer. The seated figure represents Jo— seph, who was 
evidently a person of note during the dynasty of the Pharaohs* probably a Court Chamberlain. He is sitting with a flower in one hand, and 
holding' a long spoon in the other. Above him is a cartouche, with a single eye surrounded by a circle. Behind him i* a hieroglyphic 
inscription, showing a lion rising from a crown, or embattled wall, and oilier devices. This inscription has been translated by an 
Egyptologist, “ I hold lirm,” or, “ I run the firm." 

The second figure represents the Devil surmounted by a double-headed bird. This- probably, refers to some northern Power, at that 
time threatening Inc land. The discovery of this tablet is,’ therefore, doubly interesting, both from the historical and from the literary point

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Another interesting discovery Jus been made. Golf, as we know, is an ancient and Royal game, but the fragment pictured above 
shows that it was played in the times of the Pharaohs. The two figures are represented in the act of driving from the tee, and 
I apparently the caddies of the period differed very little from the present type. Fmm Ike hieroglyphic inscript ion we gather Hut the two 
Egyptian golfers were brothers, and that both occupied important poaiiions in the Court. They were Secretaries of Shite, probably 
consecutively. for one of the pmvinees Ot Egypt. This is dented hy the harp*, the trefoils, ami the Secretary Birds which figure 
amnngst the devices. The *otcs in the cartouche in front of the leading tigure are probably some personal allusion, as is also the 
battc-nng-ram which appears under Hie Secretary Bird on one side of the tablet. The three pens .uid the sacn.il Ibis indicate that one >>f 
the bnnhcrs was a writer on questions of religious philosophy.

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The Cartoons and Sketches in this Volume have been selected from those 
which have appeared in the “ Westminster Gazette,” the “ Westminster Budget,” 
and “Picture Politics," and they deal with the different events of the day bearing 
upon the difficulty between this country and the South African Republics. 

The volume gives what is practically a Pictorial History of the negotiations 
which ended with the outbreak of hostilities and of the political situations created 
at home by the course of the War. 

1 he first Cartoon suggests the altered attitude of the German Emperor towards 
the Transvaal, as shown by the interest which he took in Mr. Cecil Rhodes 
during his visit to Berlin in March, 1899. 

Then follows the struggle between the Colonial Minister and President Kruger 
over the negotiations about the Franchise and other questions affecting the Uitlanders. 

President Kruger is shown sticking to his position as the Caterpillar that won’t 
be blown down, and after a time Mr, Chamberlain appears as Sim Tappertit 
grinding up his tools and hoping that *' human gore " may not result. 

The Cartoon depicting Mr. Chamberlain as Bellona dragging John Bull into 
war, although not in accordance with the Colonial Minister's recent declaration that 
all through the negotiations he clung to peace, proves to have been a correct 
forecast of the drift of things. The negotiations went on between Brer Fox and 
Brer Rabbit, and the latter played his seven years’ franchise card. 

Then came the “ Hour-Glass " speech, and Sir Alfred Milner and Mr. Cham- 
berlain are shown giving the Rabbit a last squeeze. 

A humorous incident intervenes. Mr. Cecil Rhodes sent a lion to Mr. Kruger, 
but he would have none of it. In the beginning of October war comes on the 
scene, and the grim skeleton Scout on the Veldt, with his bodyguard of vultures, is 
a presage of the inevitable casualties to come. 

The war fever runs high, and King “Joe” for the moment rides as proudly 
as did King John at Her Majesty’s Theatre. 

The Boar shows fight, and a month later we see Mr. Bull beginning to get 
critical over his disappointments, and to ask his Ministers for explanations. Parlia- 
ment met in October to ask for money, and Mr. Chamberlain's Highbury speech 
and his conduct ol the negotiations came under discussion. The German Emperor 
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came to this country in November on a visit to the Queen, and Mr. Chamberlain 
went to Windsor to see him, great curiosity arising from this as to what game 
they w r ere after. In his speech at Leicester Mr. Chamberlain trod heavily on 
French corns, and his attempt to pose as Mr. Turveydrop teaching deportment 
roused a storm of anger on the other side of the Channel. But M. Blowitz came 
to his rescue in a message crowded with a delightful mixture of metaphors. 

An incidental effect of the war is shown in a cartoon in which Mr. Chaplin 
tells an Aged Workman not to mention Old-Age Pensions — but to talk about 

the War. 

The successive reverses met with by our troops in South Africa had by this 
time roused strong feeling in the country. Was it pushfulness or parsimony, or 

the two combined, which had put us in so humiliating a position ? 

Some of the Ministerial journals thereupon started scapegoat hunting, and Mr, 
Balfour, who had defended himself at Manchester on the philosophic plea of the 
Inevitable was subjected to a heavy bombardment. The surprise exhibited by Mr. 
Balfour and Sir Matthew White Ridley at the discovery that the Boers had both 
horses and riHes is also depicted. 

The problem on the Tugela River, where the Lion could not get on and the 
Tortoise would not come out. was still unsolved when the Parliamentary Session 
of 1900 opened. Ministers resolved, however, as Sir Matthew White Ridley put it, 
to face Parliament with a cool head, although the shrinkage in their reputation must 
have been painfully evident to themselves as regards each other. Lord Salisbury 

took the line that it was impossible to see through the obscure, but Mr. Cham- 

berlain adopted a bolder line. " The curse of the Raid hangs round you still," said 
Sir William Harcourt in his speech during the debate on the Address. But Mr. 
Chamberlain’s attitude was one of contemptuous indifference, and the last but one of 
the Cartoons in this Y f olume illustrates that attitude. The Government had a large 
majority on the division which followed the attack on them, for John Bull means 
his horses to cross the stream, and has no idea of “swopping" in the middle. 

The smaller Sketches also deal with aspects and incidents either directly or 
indirectly connected with the War.

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PREFAC E. 


At no previous General Election have political cartoons been used so freely, both as 
leaflets and posters, as during the one just concluded 

The fact that both sides have made so large a use of pictorial attacks, arguments, 
and appeals, shows that the picture has come to have a practical value in political warfare. 

We make no apology, therefore, for publishing in a collected form the cartoons and 
sketches which appeared in the " Westminster Gazette/' the " Westminster Budget," and 
" Picture Politics," immediately before and during the General Election of 1900. 

Some of them, particularly the one entitled “ Political Slimness," were reproduced in 
colours and issued as Liberal Posters. Although intended to influence the public mind, 
we venture to think that they arc none of them offensive to our political opponents or 
out of harmony with the ethics of fair fighting. 

The "Quarterly Review" in its October number expresses the opinion that our 
caricaturist 41 F. C. G." was a little too savage towards the end of the electoral struggle, 
but as in the same article Mr. Chamberlain is severely rebuked for the methods which he 
adopted in dealing with his opponents, " F. C. G.” may reasonably excuse himself by 
pleading that it was the "dog” and not the caricaturist that grew savage. 

The first six cartoons in the collection deal with the looming of the General Election 
on the political horizon. According to popular rumour there was a strong desire on the 
part of some of the members of the Cabinet to dissolve Parliament and appeal to the 
country in the Autumn, a desire which was supposed to be resisted by others who dis- 
liked, as Lord Beaconsfield disliked, to snatch a party advantage out of a national 
occasion, or, to use Lord Beaconsficld’s own words, ."to dissolve merely with the object 
of gaining an advantage at the polls due to transitory circumstances." But whatever 
truth there may have been in these rumours, the "pushful" party had their way, 
the Khaki pot was set boiling, and the Dissolution took place. The one issue, it was 
declared, was the war All other questions were to be subordinated, and as for inquiries 
into such details as the conduct of the war, Mr. Brodrick said "Hush!" Everything 
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Prepack.

would be inquired into when the Election was over. From the Liberal point of view 
this appeared like sheltering behind the victorious figure of Lord Roberts, and the point 
is illustrated by the cartoon "Political Slimness," in which Lord Salisbury, Mr. Balfour, 
Mr. Chamberlain, Lord Lansdowne, Mr. Goschen, and Sir Matthew White Ridley are 
represented taking advantage of “cover." The same point is accentuated in the picture 
of Lord Salisbury afloat with Mr. Chamberlain in a Khaki hat, whilst another represents 
all the Ministers in the dressing-room getting into the popular uniform before going on 
the stage. 

On the other side we see Lord Rosebery hurrying down the steps of the slip to get 
into the Liberal boat before it sails out to face the storm. Several of the following 
cartoons deal with Mr. Chamberlain’s Election speeches and his method of winning votes 
by imputing, to put it mildly, a lack of patriotism to his opponents. But after the 
“dog" had ramped round biting people, Mr. Balfour appears as the consoler with a 
timely display of graceful manners. 

How the Mayor of Mafeking's words, which played so large a part in speeches and 
posters on the Unionist side, became crystallised is exhibited in a drawing of some 
historical tapestry discovered at Bradford. 

After the election was over, further political slimness is shown in the retirement of 
Ministers to the hills carrying the votes which they had looted from the electorate. 

Another cartoon illustrates the peculiar fact that whilst the General Election here has 
been fought in Khaki by the Government, in the American Presidential Election Mr. 
McKinley is just as anxious to get rid of his Khaki coat as Mr. Chamberlain was to put 
his on. 

Amongst the remaining cartoons three— “The cupboard was bare," “ Lo the poor 
Indian," and “Such a surprise "—arc reproduced again, as they figured largely amongst 
the literature with which the Liberals fought their battle.

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PREFACE. 


The Cartoons which arc reproduced in the pages of this volume deal with the principal 
political events which occurred between the end of 1900, after the General Election in the 
autumn of that year, and March in the present year 1902. 

The first two refer to the reconstruction of Lord Salisbury's Ministry ; the Marquis 
of Lansdowne exchanges the worry of the War Office for the calmer dignity of the Foreign 
Office, whilst the Cecil family party, consisting of Mr. Arthur Balfour, the Earl of Selborne, 
Mr. Gerald Balfour and Lord Cranbornc walk with or are carried by the head of the House 
in happy Ministerial ways, leaving Lord Hugh Cecil mourning his isolation. 

Next we see Mr. Bull, when well afloat with his boatmen, met with a demand for more 
money for the war. a war the wearisome prolongation of which is pessimistically suggested by 
the picture, which follows, of Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour meeting twenty years hence and 
discussing the position of He Wet. In the beginning of 1901 we see Lord Roberts installed 
at the Horse Guards as Commander-in-Chief in succession to Lord Wolseley, and the 
cartoons “Bobs and the Infant” and “A Real Message from Mars' - express the general 
idea that a great deal of education and sweeping is required to get our military system into 
better order. 

But in spite of Ministerial changes and new brooms the Government continue, 
apparently, to be as casual as ever. They either slumber, as in Cartoon No VI L, or they 
think “it really doesn’t matter,” as in No. VIII., although the relations between Mr. 
Brodrick, the new Secretary for War, and the new Commander*in-Chief are those of fast and 
furious harmony (No. IX.), and some of the Ministers regard each other as miracles of 
successful administration. 

The War during the early part of 1901 is the absorbing topic, and the continuity of 
pictorial comment on its different phases is only broken now and then by the Duke of Devon- 
shire's reminder that the Liberal Unionist Party has not entirely lost its entity, or by Mr.

By a Protean change Lord Rosebery is next seen 
as Robinson Crusoe ploughing a lonely furrow on a desert island The third year of the War 
is entered upon and still the Government seem to be drifting as in No. XXL, or harmoniously 
indifferent as in No. XXV., whilst Mr. Chamberlain still has to wear the same old " fevvers ' 
Cartoon No. XXII. indicates that the Irish question is still alive and may give trouble. Then 
we have, in November, 1901, Lord Rosebery looking out upon a foggy world from the historic: 
lurrow which he has ploughed deep dowi. and emerging at Chesterfield. His suggestion 
of an “apparently casual meeting in a neutral inn” is illustrated in No XXIX, and his 
metaphors of slates and spades have also provided subjects. 

With the opening of the Parliamentary Session of 1902 comes the question of 
remounts. Mr Balfour considers the old Procedure horse is past his work, and the War 
Office is haunted and harassed by skeletons ol the remounts sent to South Africa. 

But there are dashes of brighter things, Mr. Chamberlain goes in triumph to the 
City, and the Government, forsaking their old love Wei-hai-Wei, form an alliance with the 
Land of the Chrysanthemum. * 

In the last four Cartoons we come back to the troubles of the Liberal Party, the slate 
gets broken, and the definitions lesson is hopelessly bewildering. But, as Cartoon 
No. XLII. indicates, there is still a possibility that Liberal leaders may chance to meet 
casually in another wayside inn, and there find peace.
